DEAR ABBY: I was a practicing minister for 
a decade but now I am a lawy er. I can under­ 
stand why a clergy man would ask a girl if she 
were pregnant Ijefore he undertook to perform 
the marriage ceremony . A marriage is a coven­ 
ant freely assented to by two parties, and when 
the vows are not ex changed in freedom, the 
marriage is illegal according to the law and in­ 
valid also as a religious sacrament. 
If the girl is pregnant, there can possibly be 
coercion on the part of the girl, her family , or 
even on the part of the groom. If the couple are 
being “ forced” into marriage because a baby 
is on the way and they feel that marriage is the 
only solution to the problem, the marriage could 
be considered a “ forced” one and. hence, illegal. 
It is better that a child be born out of wedlock 
in some cases than for two persons to marry out 
of compulsion rather than love.

It is thought that the fire may 
have been started by a group of 
small boy s.

THE COMPLEX was once own­ 
ed by the Griffin Manufacturing i 
Co. It occupies more than half a 
city block.

The tone of Red Chinese pro­ 
nouncements on the need for a 
Rectification” campaign in the 
party leads the reader to .sus­ 
pect that this time the purge 
will be remini.scent of Stalin’s 
crackdown on the followers of 
Leon Trotsky and all others w'ho 
disagreed with him. 
The object of this purge would 
be to remove from authority 
throughout the whole party any 


persons suspected of sy mpathiz­ 
ing with what Peking’s propa­ 
ganda 
calls 
“ modem 
revi- 
sioni.sts,” meaning followers of 
Soviet 
Premier 
Khrushchev. 
Peking has made “ modern revi­ 
sionism” a cardinal crime for 
Chinese Communists. 
Clearly , In high places in 
China, there is what the Com­ 
munists 
call 
an 
“ antiparty 
group” that disagrees with Mao 
Tze-Tung’s theories and poli­ 
cies, both domestically and in 
the tangled jungle of the Soviet- 
Chinese Communist dispute. 
Today ’s Red Chinese leaders 
have led the party for 30 y ears 
without a major purge in the 
sty le of the Stalin-era crack­ 
downs in the Soviet Union.

The British Election 
E 
a r l y n e x t m o n th o ur British co usins will 
ag ain be inv o lv ed in a General Electio n the 
Eng lish v ersio n o f what we o urselv es are g o ing 
thro ug h. This electio n is lo aded with dy namite 
and it will surely be a clo se o ne. 


This time a y ear ag o , the British Co nserv a­ 
tiv e (To ry ) Party was hip-deep in ho t water. The 
eco no my had dev elo ped an unbeco ming sag , the 
Pro fumo Affair was smelling up the administra­ 
tio n (and had co st Haro ld Macmillan his Jo b), 
and there were v ario us o ther areas o f disco ntent 
which the So cialist (Labo r) Party saw as the 
harbing er o f success. Had the electio n been held 
then, it is po ssible that Eng land wo uld hav e 
ag ain drifted left into the arms o f the So cialists. 


But thing s hav e chang ed. Lo rd Ho me, o r Sir 
Alec as he had to beco me in o rder to sit in Co m­ 
mo ns, pro v ed to hav e that particular British qual­ 
ity kno wn as “ bo tto m” —which is perhaps best 
translated as a co mbinatio n o f patient tenacity 
and the o ld American “ g uts.” By ho lding o n like 
the bulldo g . Sir Alec manag ed to steer the co urse 
between the ro cks and sho als until the Bark o f 
State was ag ain in calm and smiling waters. 


To day the Pro fumo affair is o nly a dim 
memo ry ; a newspaper nine-day wo nder. The 
eco no my is o n the upturn and the British public, 
g enerally , is wallo wing in pro sperity . 


The So cialist leader, Haro ld Wilso n, as dy ­ 
namic a man as the Labo rites hav e had since the 
late Ernest Bev an passed o n, has been striking 
o ut at the pedestrianism, the status quo -seeking 
o f the To ries. He has, in fact, been deplo ring that 
v ery thing with which Sir Alec po ints with pride 
—surely a parado x to delig ht ev en the late 
Geo rg e Bernard Shaw. 


YV THAT MR. WILSON seems to fo rg et is that 
the British peo ple, as a who le, seem to pre­ 
fer pedestrianism. So lo ng as there is little actual 
want, the peo ple seem to be co ntent with the 
status quOi 
Mr. Wilso n, in his o pening speech, declared 
that the So cialists “ want to g et the co untry mo v ­ 
ing .” Like ' so , many po liticians—British and 
American—he did no t say where. 
“ Getting the co untry mo v ing ” is a g o o d 
catch-phrase. The late Jo hn F. Kennedy used it 
to his adv antag e fo ur y ears ag o . Ho wev er, unlike 
Mr. Wilso n, he at least sketched his “ where.” 
By and larg e, the British public is to o intelli­ 
g ent to be co nned by the o ld shell g ame which 
co nfuses mo v ement with pro g ress. 
Sir Alec, it wo uld appear to us, has man­ 
ag ed by his Fabian tactics (with no reference to 
Fabian so cialism; the co ntex t is purely classi­ 
cal), has manag ed to o utlast the So cialists and 
sho uld, with a g o o d, hard fig ht o n the husting s, 
manag e to keep his party in po wer. 


But a British electio n is alway s full o f impo n­ 
derables. It is v ery much as if the g o v ernment 
o f the United States were to be decided by an 
electio n held in New Yo rk. Eng land, it sho uld be 
recalled—o r, mo re pro perly the United King do m 
o f Eng land, Sco tland, Wales and No rthern Ire­ 
land—is a v ery small co untry in terms o f size. 
There is mo re perso nal ex po sure o f candidates. 
The sy stem is different fro m o urs. It’s po ssible 
fo r a party .to win an electio n and hav e its leader 
defeated (this has happened), in which case a 
new Prime Minister must be selected—by the 
party . 
In additio n, the tremendo us influence o f the 
British press is to be co nsidered. “ The Telly ” — 
that is, TV—is no t the blunt instrument it is in 
the U. S. ' The mass circulatio n dailies hav e a 
mo untain o f po wer o n which to draw. 
But taken all in all, if Sir Alec puts into the 
campaig n the kind o f sto lid energ y he has ex ­ 
hibited in keeping his ho ld o n Parliament, it 
wo uld appear that the British public will return 
the To ries to po wer and the So cialists to o rato ry .

Warranted concern is being expressed in an appropriate 
place over the injection of television cameras and radio mi­ 
crophones into situations where they may put in jeopardy the 
rights of all Americans to the full protection of the law.

asMssin’s bullet. As a consequence of that happening, Dallas 
officials bedame targets of allegations that they wanted Lee 
Harvey Oswald murdered because they did not have evidence 
which would stand up in court that he was the President’s 
murderer. 
The ugly circumstances of the Oswald case have necessi­ 
tated a special enquiry by the Warren Commission to allay 
public concern about numerous aspects of a horrible crime 
committed nearly a y ear ago -.vhen the President was slain 
on a Dallas street. 
Largely because of those circumstances, the Association of 
the Bar of the City of New York will make a study , financed 
by a $25,000 Ford Foundation grant, designed to strike a bal­ 
ance between the public’s right to learn the news and a de­ 
fendant’s right to full protection under the law. 
It is high time that phority was reasserted in the individu­ 
al’s behalf over the clamorings of representatives of any sort 
of communications if the preservation of individual rights is 
threatened by an inclination of law-enforcement officers, prison 
officials or lawy ers for clients to have their day on a TV screen 
or at a radio microphone. They have an obligation to presume 
a defendant is innocent until he is proved guilty and to protect 
him from all punishment except that imposed by a court of law.

ATHENS—Have kings and queens out­ 
lived their usefulness? That question must 
have gone through the minds of many 
guests at the wedding of King Constantine 
and Princess Anne-Marie of Denmark, as 
the greatest conglomeration of roy alty 
ever seen in this century paraded down a 
long corridor between stately cy press trees 
in the Roy al Garden in Athens. 
It was a fairy -tale setting. Lights in the 
trees around the roy al palace gave it a 
magic beauty . It was as if mundane man 
had bogged down with the problems of 
modem civilization and suddenly found 
himself in the Kingdom of Oz. 
The king and his fairy princess stood 
at the head of that long double line of 
guests under the cy press trees, while the 
band play ed Greek and Danish national 
anthems. And the crickets in the trees, not 
to be outdone, competed with the band, 
chirping a national anthem of their own. 
Then the parade of roy alty began. 
There was Queen Mother Frederika, rav­ 
ishing in a blue gown, proud of her y oung 
son; and King Frederick II of Denmark, 
father of the bride; and King Olav of Nor­ 
way ; and King Gustav VI of Sweden, tall 
and slightly stooped, still a tennis play er 
at the age of 82. There was handsome 
Prince Philip of England, himself 
a 
Greek, with his son, Bonnie Prince 
Charles, who arrived in Athens with a 
Beatle mop of hair, but who was persuad­ 
ed by his father to get a haircut before 
the wedding. Not persuaded was Prince 
George Radziwill, who marched down the 
line looking as if he were ready to cry 
out, “Yeah, y eah, y eah!” 
King Hussein of Jordan escorted his 
blonde English wife. He is an absolute 
monarch who has instituted land reforms 
and given his people progressive govern­ 
ment. And there were King Baudouin of 
the Belgians, and the King of Thailand, 
who likes to play the saxophone but got 
no chance to relieve any members of the 
orchestra. 
So the march of kings continued. ’They 
rubbed shoulders with top communists 
from Russia and the Balkans; Mijalko 


Todorovic, Vice President of the Jugoslav 
National Assembly ; Nudo Georgev, Vice 
President of the Bulgarian National As­ 
sembly , and Fidel Castro’s special am­ 
bassador, Luis Amado Blanco Y Fernan­ 
dez, who is also Castro’s envoy to the 
Vatican. They mingled with jaunty Juli­ 
ana, the ample-bosomed Queen of the 
Netherlands, whose gray ing hair and steel- 
rimmed spectacles contrasted with those 
y outhful day s when she wheeled a baby 
carriage as war exile in London’s Hy de 
Park. 
Significantly , the first three monarchs 
of Denmark, Norway , and Sweden ali 
reign over so<daiist labor governments. 
Prince Philip and his consort Queen Eliza­ 
beth may be presiding over a labor gov­ 
ernment in England next month and King 
Constantine already is reigning over 
a 
left of-center government in Greece. 
Therefore the answer to the question, 
“Have kings become outdated?” is that as 
long as kings remain adjustable, roll with 
punches, and adapt themselves to chang­ 
ing times, they constitute an important 
balance wheel for stable government dur­ 
ing a transition from one cabinet to an­ 
other, and are a sentimental link with the 
past. Furthermore, many have shown 
great dedication to their people, as did the 
late King Paul of Greece, who refused to 
be operated on for cancer last y ear be­ 
cause elections were coming and he fear­ 
ed any alarmist news regarding his condi­ 
tion might influence the election results. 
The most glaring example of nepotism 
in the United States Administration is Hu­ 
bert Humphrey ’s sister. Thanks to her in­ 
fluential brother, she got a job in the State 
Department, where she draws a salary for 
getting into people’s hair. To get her out of 
their hair. State Department officials send 
her on as many trips as possible, where 
she gets in the foreign dignitaries’ hair. 
She should be fired or kept in a small of­ 
fice as far from the public as possible.

signals the most ambitious AmericwK’ ., 
Greek project so far, the enterprise 
Tom Pappas of Boston in building a steeLt^ 1 
mill refinery and petro chemical plants in*'- 
northem Greece. Already filling stations 
are being built featuring Esso Pappas 
gasoline. 
This project, incidentally , is being done 
entirely Independent of goveriiment fi­ 
nancing. Turkey got $120,000,000 in U. S.

mill, but Pappas is not tapping either the 
Greek or American government tills. 
All over Athens modem hotels, mod­ 
em traffic sy stems, and beautiful apart­ 
ments indicate the Greek march to ma­ 
terial progress.

Price of Mindszenty's Freedom 


In 1957 there were stories out of Hungary that Cardinal 
Mindszenty might leave his refuge in the U. S. Legation at 
Budapest, where he had been sheltered since the Russians had 
crushed the anti-Communist uprising of 1956. Four y ears later, 
in 1961, there were hints that the Hungarian Communist gov­ 
ernment might “pardon” the Cardinal and permit him to de­ 
part for Rome. 


In Pope John XXIII’s last y cnr there was another flurry 
erf speculation that the Cardinal was about to be freed. The ru­ 
mors were revived again last April, when conversations be­ 
tween Vatican emissaries and the Hungarian government were 
reported. 


The important thing about all the stories of Cardinal 
Mindszenty ’s imminent departure from his asy lum in the 
American Legation is that the Cardinal never went. Now there 
is another spate of rumors that, in the wake of the recent ac­ 
cord between the Vatican and Hungary on CathoUc rights, the 
Cardinal will indeed go. Well, may be. If he does (and no one 
can definitely say that he won’t have turned up in Rome by the 
time this column is in print), the important question to ask 
will be: “Did the Cardinal get his price for agreeing to go into 
exile?” 


Back In April, taking a chance on the lapse of time between 
writing a column and its publication, we said on good anthor- 
iiy that the Cardinal wouUbi’t leave unless five conditions 
were met by the Kadar Hungarian government. Number One, 
the Cardinal was Insisting that he be allowed to return, at least 
briefly , to his seat at Esztergom. Number Two was that he be 
l» ermltted to name his own successor as Primate of Hungary 
before going <« to Rome. Three, he demanded rehabilitation 
as a Hungarian patriot, not 
a mere amnesty . Four, he insisted 
that Catholic seminaries in Hungary should be allowed to pick 
their own students without Communist interference. And five, 
he asked that the five vacant Mshoprlcs in Hungary should be 
filled with his own choices, not those of the Kadar regime. 


To a certain extent, the Mindszenty intransigence has paid ' 
off in the accord just signed by the Vatican and the Hungarian 
government. Cix Vatican appointments or promotions to im- 
' ' 
portant church posts inside Hungary have been accepted by 
the government without cavil, which would seem to imply that 
the Cardinal has been at least partially gratified in his wish lo 
see the Catholic Church form its own hierarchy . But if the Car­ 
dinal were to leave for Rome without obtaining other conces­ 
sions, it would still be a defeat for him. 


According to the Cardinal’s friends, two men in particular, 
Bishops Bertalan Madalik of Vespren and Josef Petery of Vacz, 
must be rehabilitated and restored to active church work be­ 
fore the question of control over the hierarchy can be settled ^ 
to the Mindszenty specifications. And the Cardinal himself 
must be permitted to go back to Esztergom in a grand gesture ^ 
of recognition that he has all along been the rightful head of 
the church in Hungary and has never been a traitor even when 
opposing the use of Soviet tanks to crush rebeUion.

never capitulated to any body , it would net be in character for 
him to surrender now.

What^s Ahead for Science World? 


Mu ch has been recorded abou t 
the advancement of science, par­ 
ticu larly biology, in the last 5 0 
years. Bu t what of the fu tu re? 
What new advances can be ex­ 
pected before the tu rn of the 
twenty-first centu ry? 
Dr. Bentley Glass, professor of 
Biology at the Johns Hopkins 
University, u nveiled his scientif- 
is crystal ball recently in 
a lec­ 
tu re at Georgetown University 
and ventu red to predict some of 
the scientific breakthrou ghs he 
expects in the field of biology in 
the next few decades. 
First, and most remarkable in 
the eyes of the layman, is Dr. 
Glass’ specu lation that the devel­ 
opment of hu man babies in lab­ 
oratory cu ltu res — in effect, test- 
tu be babies -r may be possible 
by the year 2000. 
Dr. Glass said, “ We may learn 
how to create simple forms of 
living organisms, something as 
complex, perhaps, as a viru s... 
(and w e)...m ay even discover 
how to cu ltivate the reprodu ctive 


cells of man and animals, to pro­ 
du ce normal embryos, and to 
raise them to term , either in ar­ 
tificial cu ltu res or in foster moth­ 
ers...and , in the process (we) 
may find how to modify defec­ 
tive genes or replace them with 
sou nd ones...” 
Dr. Glass also predicts: 
1) The dawn of a whole new 
era in medicine — for example, 
“ the m arriage of biochemistry 
and genetics will continu e to 
flou rish...” 
2) 
Infectiou s 
diseases 
will 
“probably be banished forev­ 
e r ...” 
3) Researchers will “probably 
learn not only how to extend 
man’s life bu t how to maintain 
its vigor in old ag e ...” 
4) Science is almost certain to 
solve the problems of photosyn­ 
thesis — the process by which 
natu re produ ces food in plants — 
thereby assu ring the artificial 
produ ction of “ an exhau stible 
su pply of food... ” 
Bu t Dr. Glass cau tioned that 


“ enou gh space for a popu lation 
u ncontrollably growing 
seems 
ou t of the qu estion on this plan­ 
et,” and he added: 
“Happiness will not flower in­ 
evitably from the bu rgeoning of 
science.” 
However, in noting that biology 
has already chalked u p many 
great advances as compared 
with the situ ation in 1900, Dr. 
Glass said this progress has in­ 
clu ded, among other things: 
“A great increase in ou r u n­ 
derstanding of race and evolu ­ 
tionary problems that may en­ 
able u s to act more wisely in the 
fu tu re.” 


Also on the precau tionary side, 
he said there’s a need for biol­ 
ogy teachers 
a t all levels — 
grade schools, high schools, and 
colleges and u niversities — to 
keep u p with the “racing world” 
evolving from laboratory discov­ 
eries. 
And he forecast that: 
“ There is the 
real possi­ 


bility that in a decade or two 
every practicing scientists and 
every science tedcher will be ex­ 
pected — no, re qu ire d -^ spend 
one year in three being r^edu - 
cated.” 


Do some of these predictions 
sou nd far-fetched? Well, since 
Dr. Glass made his predictions, 
a researcher in Philadelphia has 
reported that he has u nder stu dy 
fou r babies, aged 5 to 11 months. 
that were fathered by frozen 
sperm. He said that fresh hu man 
spermatazoa has been preserved 
u p to five months by freezing in 
liqu id' nitrogen. After thawing, 
there was no significant change 
in the sperm cou nt. In lower spe­ 
cies, especially cattle, normal 
births have been reported from 
sperm frozen over long periods.

The Supreme Court's New Session 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Su preme Cou rt, u nder increas­ 
ing attack for 10 years by those 
who charged it was pu shing too 
far, retu rns to work Oct. 5 . Will 
the nine ju stices now be more 
relu ctant to tackle cases which 
might bring more abu se? 
There have been gu esses they 
wou ld. It seems like a better 
gu ess they will do nothing of the 
kind, and for several reasons, 
bu t one in particu lar. 
This has been the strongest 
cou rt in the 20th centu ry and 
perhaps in American history. It 
has also been the most wildly 
attacked and criticized cou rt in 
this centu ry. 


Bu t the ju stices have been 
u ndeterred. They have gone on 
handing down new decisions and 
moving into new fields, which 
got them fresh attacks. 
On that evidence — and it’s 
the only evidence available — 
there’s no sou nd reason for 
thinking the ju stices now will 
su ffer a chill even thou gh other 
cou rts in the past backed u p and 
played mou se when the going 
got tou gh. 
Chief Ju stice Earl Warren, 
now 73 and going into his 11th 
year on the bench, has warned 
against 
self-satisfaction 
with 
law in its present form amidst a 
fast-changing world. 
He has said: “As conditions 
change so do the problems, the 
rights, and the obligations of the 
people change. If the law is to 


serve its tru e pu rpose, it too 
mu st change to 
meet 
those 
changed conditions.” 
And he has said: “ We can’t be 
gu ided by what people think or 
say except in legal discu ssions. 
We can’t be gu ided by pu blic 
appraisal. If we did, we’d be 
deciding cases by other than 
legal means. 
The cou rt has been particu lar­ 
ly 
accu sed 
of 
u su rping 
the 
powers of the legislative branch 
of government. 
Bu t in the two most notable 
examples in this area — civil 
rights and reapportionment — 
the cou rt acted only after Con­ 
gress and state legislatu res had 
long failed to act. In short, it 
filled a vacu u m. 


For more than half a centu ry 
C oi^e ss failed to pass a single 
civil rights act to give Negroes 
the 
benefits 
and 
protections 
gu aranteed all citizens u nder 
the Constitu tion. 
On May 17, 195 4 the cou rt 
declared pu blic school segrega­ 
tion — and the very principle of 
segregaü on — u nconstu titional. 
The criticism pou red on the 
cou rt by white segregationists 
for this ru ling hasn’t ended yet. 
Bu t that decision opened the 
gates for a march by Negroes to 
greater 
freedom 
and 
more 
protection of their rights as 
citizens than they had ever had 
since the Emam ipation Procla­ 
mation. 
Earlier this year 69 prominent 


N e^oes 
named 
Warren 
the 
white man who has done the 
most for the American Negro. 
Since that 195 4 decision. Con­ 
gress has passed three civil 
rights laws. 
Steadily the cou rt broadened 
protections for individu als of all 
races in the su cceeding years 
and the violence of the attacks 
mu ltiplied as the cou rt moved 
into other fields, like religion 
and politics. 
Warren was the main target. 
His 
impeachment 
has 
been 
demanded. He has been' hanged 
in effigy. 
Extremists i^ddled booklets 
or displayed signs which said 
things like these: “ Nine men 
against America: 
Is the Su ­ 
preme Cou rt Commu nist? Read 
the facts . . . Earl Warren, ex- 
American, 
head 
of 
Oswald 
whitewash committee, 
is be­ 
traying the U.S. to the interna­ 
tional anti-Christ in the Krem­ 
lin.” 
(Warren, u nder appointment ■ 
by President Johnson, is also 
serving as chairman of a spe­ 
cial 
commission investigathig 


the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy and the death 
of Lee Harvey Oswald, the man 
accu sed of his mu rder.) 
The cou rt was denou nced for 
banning the requ ired reading in 
pu blic schools of the Bible and 
the Lord’s Prayer. Critics tried 
to pu sh throu gh a constitu tional 
amendment to u ndo the deci­ 
sion. So far this has failed. 
This year the cou rt hit anoth­ 
er storm when it ordered state 
legislatu res redistricted so that 
the representatives and sena­ 
tors in those legislatu res wou ld 
more 
tru ly 
represent 
equ al 
nu mbers of their popu lation. 
Bu t 
legislatu res, 
some 
of 
them, had failed for half a 
centu ry to provide this equ al 
apportionment. 
This 
angered 
politicians. And now in Congress 
an effort is being made to delay 
the carrying ou t of this order. 
Wa rren ha s indica ted he o ften 
wished he co uld a nswer his 
critics. But he a dheres to the 
po liQT o f his predecesso rs tha t 
the Supreme Ck)urt sho uld no t 
eng a g e in public deba te o r 
defend its decisio ns.

HARRISBURG (AP) — Ru mblings of discontent a r t 
growing lou der in the Repu blican election campaign in Penn­ 
sylvania. 
A few backers of Barry Goldwater have complained bit­ 
terly that Gov. Scranton and the Repu blican State Commit 
tec are dragging their heels in the presidential campaign. 
Goldwater’s son, Barry Jr., said at Altoona this week 
that his father doesn’t share jhe view, bu t the ru mbling per­ 
sists anyway. 
Craig Tru ax, Repu blican state chairman, decries the 
open criticism as a sou rce of dissension potentially danger­ 
ou s to aU GOP candidates. 
Althou gh he was a manager of Scranton’s fu tile attempt 
to wrest the presidential nomination for Goldwater, Tru ax 
personally is going all-ou t for Goldwater so that an accu s­ 
ing finger may not be pointed at the Pennsylvania organiza­ 
tion if the national ticket is beaten. 
Scranton also wants to protect Pennsylvania Repu bli­ 
canism and, to fu lfUl a pledge he made after losing the nom­ 
ination, he will open an ou t-of-state campaign tou r in Iowa 
on Monday. His itinerary covers eight states on six dates 
over the next three weeks. 
Both Tru ax and Scranton prefer not to discu ss differ­ 
ences with the Goldwater camp in the interest of harmony, 
bu t other top Repu blicans gru mble privately that the Gold­ 
water people are difficu lt to deal with and are generally 
u ncooperative. 
They claim the Goldwaterites fell throu gh on promises 
to provide money sou rces and that the failu re of Goldwater 
to attend the big Pennsylvania fu nd raising dinner Oct. 
29 
will cau se a financial pinch. 
Despite that. Repu blican sou rces say, as mu ch money 
is teing spent for campaign material and promotion of the 
national ticket in Pennsylvania as was expended for Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon in 1960. 
There is ample evidence that this is so, from the volu me 
of literatu re being distribu ted with Goldwater and William 
E. Miller, the GOP vice presidential nominee, getting equ al 
or top billing over statewide candidates. 
The same sou rces report that the Repu blicaii National 
Committee, now ru n by Goldwater people, often give the 
impression they don’t want or need ou tside help. 
Tru ax has made several tips to Washington. Scranton 
has sent representatives, inclu ding his personal pollster, E. 
John Bu cci, to ou tline the issu es and the voter’s pu lse in 
Pennsylvania. 
Bu t, according to the sou rces, all of the help has been 
received coolly. The Scranton-Goldwater fight at the GOP 
convention obviou sly left slow-healing wou nds. 
Pennsylvania Repu blicans, for the most part, are losing 
little sleep over the attitu de of the Goldwater people becau se 
many of them not-so-secretly hope that the Arizonan will 
be clobbered on Nov. 3 so that Scranton can have a good 
ru n at the nomination in 1968 . 
They are, however, hedging against the possibility of 
a 
Democratic landslide behind President Johnson. 
Scranton forfned a special committee to woric for Re­ 
pu blican legislative candidates to retain GOP control. It is 
su pported by a thinly disgu ised platform that reports on 
Repu blican achievements and goals. 
Statewide candidates mention Goldwater and Miller in 
their speeches, bu t devote most of their time to their own 
fortnnM. 
Sen. Hu gh Scott, seeking re-election, mak(^ off-hand 
rderences to the national ticket, bu t has yet to give their 
names in his prepared texts. His own cam» ''’’'»»' brou chu re 
does not mmition Goldwater or Miller.

Brîstlecones 
Surviving 
Despite Age 
BISHOP, Calif. AP) — High 
on the barren upper slopes of 
the White Mountainu of cental 
California is a graveyard of 
twisted th|ngs that refuse to die. 
They are bristlecone pines, 
some more than 4,000 years old 
and believed to be the oldest 
Uving things on earth. 
They look their age. 
Some have only one branch 
left with a few needles. The 
older ones have lost all but a 
narrow strip of bark and their 
bare trunks have been polished 
by centuries of wind and dust 
and sun. 
They look like drift wood, but 
somehow they still live, with 
their 
gnarled 
roots 
sucking 
sustenance from soil too poor 
and dry for all other forms of 
life. 
More than 100 of these botani­ 
cal freaks have lived through 40 
centuries and experts believe 
they’re good for another mil­ 
lenium or two. 
In an attempt to find out just 
how long the bristlecone pine 
can Uve in its natural environ­ 
ment, the U.S. Forest Service 
has set aside 28,000 acres in the
